The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 13 at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and agreed to resurface por- 
tions of eight roads in the county at 
a cost of approximately $250,000. 

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
the commission that he had recently 
inspected all the roads in the county 
for a second time and picked the 
roads that were the "worst of the 
worst" for a new resurfacing. project 
that would cost approximately 
$380,000. 

Pool told the commissioners the 
roads on the list would not survive 
the winter and while the resurfacing 
would not be permanent in all loca- 
tions, it would insure the roads 
would make it through the winter. 

The commission told Pool to 
cutback the project cost to 
$250,000 and to eliminate roads by 
traffic count, 

After a break the engincer report- 
ed back and suggested the roads to 
be resurfaced include portions or 
County Roads 9, 25, 75, 14, 86, 
55, 40 and 79, 

The commission approved the 
project, with Jimmy Bryan and 
Robert Stephens voting against the 

lan. 
R Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
a.m. with all commissioners 
present and the first order of busi- 
ness was to open bids on numerous 
items for the county highway de- 
partment, 

Successful bidders included: 
Heath Oil, on unleaded fuel and die- 
sel fuel, with a bid of $5,082.10; 
Choctaw, on pipe, with a bid of 
$5,374.64; Elba Ford Tractor, on 
bush-hog parts, with a bid of 
$3,227.95; Terra, on herbicide, 
with a bid of $201.95 per five gal- 
lons and Tractor & Equipment, on 
motor grader blades, with a bid of 
$5,136. 

Bids on acoustical tile to be in- 
stalled in the ceiling of the Farm 
Center arena were also opened with 
the low bidder being $19,338, 

The bid was accepted without 
problem; however, members of the 
committee to improve the Farm 
Center had a difference of opinion 
with the commission on just what 
improvements were needed, 

Committee members present at 
the Monday meeting questioned the 
placement of the ceiling tile below 
the lights in the arena, but after a 
discussion with the county's main- 
tenance supervisor it was decided 
that more information was needed 
and all present agreed to meet at a 
later date to finalize the plans. 

District Attorney Joc! Folmar 
was back at Monday's meeting to 
ask the commissioners for their ap- 

roval of a plan to build a new 
A's office at the rear of the court- 
house, = 

Folmar reminded the commis- 
sioners that the DA's office would 
pay $40,000 of the $60,000. con- 
Struction cost and after the building 
was completed the commission 
would pay for the building in only 
10 years through savings realized 
from the rent now paid on the 
building housing the DA's office. 

Folmar told the commission the 
DA's fund had renovated the offices 
in Elba and Pike County without 
expense to the counties involved 
and requested the commission ap- 
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prove the plan for Enterprise. 

Comm. Robert Stephens ques- 
tioned using funds received from the 
bad-check fund to build the new of- 
fice and stated that the monies came 
from the people in the county who 
could least afford the extra penalty. 
Stephens hinted that if the bad- 
check fund could generate such a 
large total, perhaps it would be pos- 
sible to lessen the fine, 

Folmar told Stephens that the 
funds in question were not raised 
through the new bad-check policy 
and were raised through the older 
policy, 

The commission discussed the 
project and finally gave their vote 
of approval to the construction, 
with the county to do the work, 
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Lamar Foley named city superintendent

Chisum charges that the survey 

did not include a broad enough sam- 

pling of business and industrial 
cleaders within the service area of 
* MacArthur State Technical College 
, to determine any valid conclusions 
Lregarding the effectiveness of that 
vinstitution. 
‘Yet, the results reported in the 
| statewide media were an indictment 
“of all two-year institutions regard- 
‘ing their effectiveness. 

One of the indictments was that 
two-year college educators have 
| failed to ask business and industrial 
‘leaders for help in reviewing the 

two-year college programs. 
“According to Chisum, every pro- 
gan of study offered at MacArthur 
tate Technical College has a craft 
advisory committee composed of 
business and industry representa- 
lives which meet on a regular basis 
and at least three times each year. 
_ These committees meet for the 
-purpose of helping to keep the qual- 
ity of the programs comparable to 
that of the state of the art. An annu- 
-al craft committee dinner is held at 
“MacArthur Tech each year in Octo- 


ber for the purpose of organizing 
committees and making assign- 
ments for the year. 

"We haye had more than one 
hundred in attendance at these annu- 
al meetings for several years," said 
Chisum, 

"During this scholastic year, we 
have sponsored several gender equi- 
ty seminars which involved em- 
ployers, students, prospective stu- 
dents, and graduates of the 
institution. 

"At one seminar, the personnel 
director of one Covington County 
employer stated that forty of their 
employees “are MacArthur gradu- 
ates, and the company looked to 
this instituion as our primary 
source in meeting personnel require- 
ments,’ ce 

"Another personnel manager 
from Coffee County stated at one of 
the seminars that '25 percent of our 
present work force are graduates of

CONFLICT MANAGE- 
MENT; THE PEOPLE ARE 
CRUCIAL 

One of the primary lessons in 
Acts 6:1-7 is the importance of the 
people who deal with conflict. Per- 
haps the most important matter in 
conflict management is the people 


involved. 


Acts 6:1-7 contains an excellent 
biblical model for the selection of 
leaders who possess the ability to 


~ Manage conflict skillfully. One no- 
‘tices immediately that the leader- 


ship of the early church was select- 
ed by the church (Acts 6:3 -- "look 
ye out among you"), The church's’ 
responsibility for the selection of 
leadership is a crucial matter. 

Acts 6:1-7 provides valuable 
help regarding the selection of lead- 


, ership for the church. From this 


passage I will give attention to two 
of the biblical characteristics of 
good church leaders, 

First, a good church leader is a 
person of "honest report" (Acts 
6:3). Any person who is asked to 
serve in any leadership position in 
the church should be a person who 
already has a good reputation be- 
cause of the way he has lived and is 
living. 

Second, a good church leader is a 
person who is "full of the Holy 
Spirit and wisdom" (Acts 6:3). No- 
tice the close association of the} 
Holy Spirit and wisdom in this bib- 
lical statement. 

Someone described wisdom as 
"sanctified common sense." That is 
one of the greatest problem-solvers, 
In essence I understand wisdom as 
the doing of the best things for all 
concemed, The wisdom of the seven 
selected by the early church was re- 
vealed in the fact that their actions 
were the best for themselves, for 
the church (the Grecian and the He- 
, brew elements), and for the Lord. 

Most likely each local church al- 
ready has "among you" (Acts 6:3) 
people who possess these biblical 
qualities of leadership. Your church 
may not have seven of this caliber, 
but any church would be wise to se- 
lect this kind of leadership. 

The wise church keeps people of 
this caliber in her leadership posi- 
lions. Thus she avoids many poten- 
tial conflicts ("an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure"), and 
she has herself prepared to handle 
conflicts most wisely when they 
arise, 

Leaders who possess these bibli- 
cal qualities are a tremendous re- 
source for conflict management. 

' The choosing of seven quality 
leaders to deal with the early 
church's problem also involved not 
choosing others - selection involves 
omitting, and that is stating it 
mildly. 

Realistically, some people (a 
few) should be “avoided like the 
plague" when the church is select- 
ing leaders! Those who should be 
avoided (omitted) often are easy to 
spot -- they approach people "like a 
bull in a china closet,” or they are 
uncomfortable with any mention of 
disturbance or negative matters, or 
they are rigid with their rules and 
regulations, etc. 

There are also some dangerous 
tendencies to avoid when selecting 
church leaders. Some of the most

Do miracles 
occur today? 


Bob Prichard 


No. We must remember what the issue is, however. There is no ques- 
tion that miracles were done in the days of Christ, and His apostles, because 
the Bible clearly says that they did perform miracles. There is also no ques- 
tion as to whether or not God has enough power to perform miracles, be- 
cause we know that He does have enough power. It is also not a question of 
whether or not there is value in prayer for thé sick, because the Bible tells 
us to pray for the sick. The question is, what does the Bible teach about 
miracles today? 

We must remember the purpose of miracles. In the beginning, God created 
by His miraculous power, but after the creation, things continued according 
to God's natural law. At first, God spoke through inspired men, but God 
now speaks through His inspired written word, the Bible, and no longer 
needs the inspired men to speak for him. Miraculous power helped men 
confirm the word in the first century, but today we have the Bible to con- 
firm the truthfulness of the word, and no longer need miracles. "The works I 
do in my Father's name, they bear witness of me” (John 10:25), the words 
of Jesus. Mark 16:20 describes the uncles of Christ preaching everywhere, 
"the Lord working with them, and confirming the word with signs follow- 


ing.” 

Hah long were miracles to endure? I Corinthians 12 lists nine spiritual 
gifts such as wisdom, tongues, miracles, and prophecy. At the end of the 
chapter Paul reminded the Corinthians that not every Christian had the gifts, 
and showed them what he called the "more excellent way" of chapter 13, In 
verses 8 through 10 he pointed out that the gift of prophecy would "fail," 
the gift of tongues would "cease," and the gift of knowledge would "vanish 
away." He continued, "But when that which is perfect is come, then that 
which is in part shall be done away." So Paul definitely stated that miracles 
would cease when "that which is perfect is come." “That which is perfect" is 
God's completed revelation, the New Testament, what James called the "per- 
fect law of liberty." (James 1:25). 

When we examine the miracles of the New Testament, we find that every- 
one the Lord attempted to heal was healed. The only exception to the princi- 
ple was the lunatic the apostles could not heal because they, the healers, did 
not have enough faith. We also find that the cures of Christ were immediate, 
and were 100% effective. Those who claim the power to heal and perform 
miracles today are selective in who they "heal," do not "heal" immediately, 
and are not 100% effective. They are successful primarily because their fol- 
lowers just believe in healing, whether or not it has actually happened. 
God's word neither promises nor authorizes "faith healing" today,

HORTICULTURE TIPS 


Peanut Thrips 


I have never seen peanuts dam- 
aged by thrips as they are this year. 
I have been in several fields that 
look like the bud of the peanuts has 
been burned with a blow torch. I 
am sure that the drought has added 
to the problem, but the high num- 
ber of thrips has really done the 

e 


Many fields that were treated 
with a systemic did not get the pro- 
tection from this treatment because 
of the dry weather. If your peanuts 
show this type of thrips damage, 
you need to apply a foliar thrip con- 
trol. One-half to two-thirds of a 
pound of Orthene per acre along 
with a pint of surfactant in 100 gal- 
-lons of water will do a good job. 
Do not apply this with any type of 
herbicide, If you are going to put 
on an application of Bravo, then 
you could mix it with it. 

Other suggestions I would have 
if your peanuts are under this much 
stress from thrips damage is don't 
apply a herbicide that will burn 
your peanuts now, Control your 
thrips, get your peanuts growing, 
and then apply a herbicide such as 
Gramoxone, If you have weed pres- 
sure now, I would suggest that you 
run your sweeps to control the 
weeds until your peanuts get over 
the stress of thrips. Every field can 
be different. Check your fields be- 
fore you apply any type of insecti- 
cide. This will save you money 
plus you would not need to apply 
an insecticide to kill the beneficial 
insects if you don't have to, 

This is another challenging year 
to produce peanuts. 


Safety With Pesticides 


Pesticides are nothing to play 
around with, Before using any pes- 
ticide, you should read and heed the 
warning label. 

Wear a wide-brimmed, liquid- 
proof hat, as well as goggles or a 
face shield when you handle chemi- 
cals, If the label calls for a respira- 
tor use one. Respirators and car- 
tridges should be approved by the 
National Institute of Occupational 
Safety and Health or the Mine Safe- 
ty and Health Administration for 
the pesticide you're using. 

Change clothes -daily when 
working with pesticides. Change 
wet clothes immediately. Destroy 
clothing that gets wet with highly

RECOGNIZE SODIUM 
COMPOUNDS 

***Coffee Countians who are re- 
ducing sodium in their diets often 
ask how to tell which foods have 
sodium. The following is a list of 
some of the sodium compounds 
added to foods: 

Salt (sodium chloride): used in 
cooking or at the table, and in can- 
ning and processing. 

Baking powder: used to leaven 
quick breads and cakes. 

Baking soda (sodium bicarbo- 
nate): used to leaven breads and 
cakes; and sometimes used as an 
:"alkalizer" for indigestion. 

Brine (table salt and water): used 
in processing foods to inhibit the 
growth of bacteria; in cleaning or 
blanching vegetables and fruits; in 
freezing and canning certain foods; 
and for flavor, as in corned beef, 
pickles and sauerkraut.

WASH OUTSIDE OF 
HOUSE 

If the exterior of your house 
looks dull and dingy, you may want 
to try washing it before investing 
in a new paint job. 

Washing the house isn't as over- 
whelming as it sounds, becaue you 
may not have to scrub the entire 
house. Areas exposed to rain and 
wind don't tend to get dirty, but are- 
as sheltered by eaves, shutters, 
porches and trees are good candi- 
dates for thorough cleaning. 

The oily dirt that accumulates on 
houses is best removed with a solu- 
tion of water and an all-purpose 
granular detergent. You'll also need 
a brush and hose. 

For greatest convenience, buy a 
long-handled hose brush - the type 
used for washing boats and cars. 
These brushes attach to a garden 
hose, and water passes through the 
hollow handle and triggers a rotat- 
ing round brush. A telescoping 
handle or a brush with long exten- 
sions makes it possible to reach 
high places from the ground. Some 
brushes come with detergent dis- 
pensers operated with a trigger. 

Start cleaning by wetting one en- 
tire wall surface with water. Be sure 
to wash from the bottom up, be- 
cause when dirty and sudsy water 
runs down a wet surface, streaks 
that are dificult to remove don't oc- 
cur. The sudsy water runs over a 
clean and wet surface without leay- 
ing streaks and can be flushed off 
immediately. 

For stubborn streaks or stains, 
apply moistened detergent on the 
spot, let soak about five minutes, 
then scrub well and rinse off, 


toxic pesticide spray or concentrate. 
And, never store or wash contami- 
nated clothing with other laundry. 
Don't eat, drink or smoke until 
you've washed your hands and face 
with soap and water. 


Powdery Mildew 


Many homemakers have prob- 
lems with powdery mildew on crepe 
myrtles, Many of the older crepe 
myrtle varieties are especially. sus- 
ceptible to the disease. You must 
apply fungicides often to protect the 
foliage. 

I suggest planting one of the 
mildew-resistant crepe myrtle varic- 
ties when possible. Most garden 
centers carry resistant varieties such 
as Red Tuscarora, Pink Potomac 
and Seminole, White Natchez, Lay- 
endar Catawba, and Muskogee. 

If you have susceptible varieties 
and you want to control this pow- 
dery mildew, there are several tungi- 
cides on the market that will do a 
good job. 


Flowering Bulbs 


What care do spring - and - sum- 
mer flowering bulbs need? I advise 
removing the flower stalk after 
bloom has faded. This prevents the 
development of seed, which would 
use the food reserves in the bulb 
and cause smaller flowers, or none 
at all, next year. 

Leave the foliage intact until it 

turns yellow, and then cut it down, 
If foliage is removed too early, food 
can't be made and stored in the bulb 
for next season's flowers. 


Water Is Critical For Garden 


In the Southeast, we get plenty 
of rain for home vegetable garden 
most years, The only problem is 
that it may not rain when plants 
need it most. During critical stages 
in plant growth, water is essential 
for good production. 

The first critical stage is during 
the germination and transplant es- 
tablishment, Seeds must take up 
water and swell before germination 
occurs. If they get a little water and 
Start to swell amd then dry out, the 
seed may die before they ever 
sprout. Transplants need frequent 
watering while they're establishing 
themselves in their new, harsher en- 
vironment. Transplants from cups 
or individual packs will do much 
better than bare root plants because 
the roots are disturbed less. 

Other critical stages vary from 
plant to plant. Vegetables that 
make a fruit or pods normally have 
increased moisture needs when the 

lant starts to bloom and set fruit. 

lants that make roots or tubers 
need extra water when they start to 
enlarge rapidly. Leafy vegetables 
need an even supply of moisture all 
along. Even moisture will help pre- 
vent fruit cracking and blossom end 
rot on tomatoes, peppers and water- 
melons, Almost all plants would 
benefit from irrigation during ex- 
tended dry periods, especially shal- 
low-rooted vegetables. 

For established plants, deep wet- 
ting of the soil is much better than 
frequent light wetting. When irri- 
gating, wet the soil at leasi six 
inches deep. The amount of water 
needed to do this will depend on the 
soil type. If your soil is very light, 
adding organic matter will help in- 
crease its water-holding ability. The 
more sand your soil contains, the 
more organic matter you'll need. 

Adding a small amount of organ- 
ic matter one time won't help 
much, It takes continued applica- 
tions and possibly years of effort to 
see the results. Although the pro- 
cess is slow, the results can be dra- 
matic. Heavy compacted soil may 
also benefit from additions of or- 


For further information call 493-3573 
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ganic matter by making the soil 
looser and preventing water run-off 
during periods of heavy rainfall or 
when water is irrigated with a 
sprinkler. Mulching will also pre- 
vents some run-off, while giving 
the added benefit of reducing soil 
drying and weed growth. 

If water shortage or expense pre- 
vents your from: irrigating, try 
soaker hoses of drip irrigation, 
which use only a fraction of the wa- 
ter a sprinkler uses. Water conserva- 
tion is only one of several advan- 
tages of drip irrigation. Other 
advantages include reduced foliage 
diseases (the foliage is kept dry) and 
reduced weed growth (row middles 
aren't watered), 

Drip irrigation also has some 
disadvantages. It requires filtered 
water and a pressure reducer on the 
water line. Occasionally, mice or 
rats may chew holes in the line, and 
you'll have to patch it. 

The time of day you water is 
only important if you use a sprink- 
ler. In that case, water early in the 
morming so the foliage will dry 
quickly. This helps reduce the inci- 
dence of foliar diseases, 


Don't wait until your plants are 
dying of thirst to think about irri- 
gating. And don't forget "Murphy's 
Law"--it always rains right after 
you finish watering your garden! 


Liming Forage Fields And 
Pastures 


One of the most frequently asked 
questions is how much lime should 
I apply to my land. This question is 
asked of people who have yards, 
crop fields, or forage fields. The 
only sure way to know how much 
lime to apply per acres is to run a 
soil test. The soil test kits are 
available here in our office. You 
can pick them up, take a sample 
anywhere from around 3 - 6 inches 
deep in the soil and send this sam- 
ple into Auburn for a small fee. 
They will send you back to report 
form that not only gives you what 
fertilizer you need to apply, if any, 
but also how much lime to apply, 
if any. 

For most forage fields and pas- 
tures, for instance, particularly ba- 
hia pastures in our area, I find many 
times that the soil test that cross 
our desks show a low pH or acidic 
level in the soil due to the lack of 
lime being applied over a period of 
years. I think there are a lot of rea- 
sons for this. One reason is that 
over the years cattle have not been 
maybe as productive as say peanuts 
on a farm. So, a farmer was not 
willing to put as much money in 
the land to produce grass as he was 
to produce peanuts. However, if 
you have any desire to produce 
grass and to produce a lot of it, you 
need to lime. In fact, many soil sci- 
entists will tell you that if you 
have $40 and acre and put fertilizer 
out on a field of any kind and you 
need $30 worth of lime, to put out 
the $30 worth of lime per acre and 
then apply $10 worth of fertilizer, 
Basically what they are saying is 
this. Lime is your most important 
element for a healthy soil, if you 
need it. By liming the soil, you 
change the condition of the soil and 
in the southeast what we are trying 


to do is bring a low pH of say. 5.4 
or 5.2 up to at least 5.8 on a pH 
scale. And we would like to have it 
up around 6 or better if we can get 
it there economically. 

The two types of lime that most 
people are familiar with are calcitic 
lime and dolomitic lime. To get a 
little technical, the basic difference 
between them is this. Calcitic lime 
is imply calcium carbonate and dol- 
omitic lime is calcium magnesium 
carbonate. Most lime pits that pro- 
duce lime to be sold as agricultural 
limestone are tested by the state and 
the purity usually ranges anywhere 
from 75 - 99%. Most of it you 
buy, though, is going to be 94% 
pure limestone. 

There are a couple of things that 
will happen to your soil once you 
apply lime. One thing that happens 
is the the organic matter decompo- 
sition is enhanced. The little bacte- 
ria that live in the soil that break 
down the organic matter live more 
comfortably in a more balanced en- 
vironment once lime is applied. 
Also, the availability of the phos- 
phorus in your soil will increase, 
the availability of magnesium will 
increase and the potassium is more 
easily taken up by the plant once 
the proper amount of lime is ap- 
plies, 

There are several ways to apply 
lime to your soil, The most com- 
mon way is to hire a business that 
handles bulk lime to send a truck 
out and do it mechanically. Some 
people choose to put lime out 
themselves with some equipment 
they have on the place. 

Generally here in the south, a 
good time to lime is over in the 
fall. If you are double cropping a 
field, you might lime between the 
crop. For instance, if you plant 
corn and then harvest and come in 
with winter grazing, you may want 
to put lime on between the harvest 
of the corn and the planting of win- 
ter grazing or when it's most con- 
venient, but the fall season usually 
is the easiest time to put out lime 
and then also come back in the 
spring with your fertilizer. Putting 
out lime in the fall gives the lime 
time to leach and move down in the 
soil. It leaches about an inch a year 
down into the soil. Contrary to 
popu as belief, lime does not leach 

orizontally or across the field that 
well. It's the same in a pond. If you 
apply lime to your pond and just 
dump it in one place, it's not going 
to move through that pond very 
well. You have to pretty well 
spread it over the whole pond or the 
whole field. 

Applying lime can really en- 
hance your crop yields. In forages 
where we have allowed lime use to 
decline because we are constantly 
pouring nitrogen out there on a pas- 
ture or hay filed and not applying 
lime, things can get sadly out of 
balance with this situation. I would 
encourage you to take a soil test on 
your pastures and forage ficlds and 
treat them just like you would any 
other crop field. You will get more 
for your money in return in total 
grass produced, hay produced or 
whatever you are trying to grow in 
your forage area,

AEC acquires $7.8 million loan 


United States Rep. William L. 
Dickinson announced last week the 
approval of a guaranteed loan of 
$7.8 million for the Alabama Elec- 
‘ic Cooperative, of Andalusia. 

"The loan, guaranteed by the Ru- 
ral Electric Administration in 
Washington will finance the con- 
struction of bulk transmission facil- 
ities to integrate a planned Com- 
pressed Air Energy Unit into the 
Alabama Electric Cooperative's ex- 
isting transmission facilities," stat- 
ed Dickinson, "The Com Air 
Energy Storage Unit, which will re- 
ceive additional funding from the 
R.E.A., will be the first of its kind 
in the nation. This revolutionary fa- 
cility was designed by R.E.A, and 
the Electric Power Institute of Palo 
Alto, California to utilize com- 
ressed air pumped in high volumes 
into an underground storage area, 
The air is released under pressure to 
drive above-ground turbine genera- 
tors." 

The unit will be energy saving 
and cost effective by allowing the 


A.E.C, to increase the efficiency of 
existing generating plants during 
off-peak electrical use hours," added 
Rep, Dickinson. 

The $70 million new facility, 
which will be located in McIntosh, 
Alabama, in Washington County, 
will also serve ten second district 
counties as well as sections of 
southwest Alabama and northwest 
Florida. 

The counties to be effected in- 
clude Barbour, Coffee, Conecuh, 
Covington, Crenshaw, Dale, Gene- 
va, Henry, Montgomery and Pike. 

"The approval of this substantial 
loan for the Andalusia district of the 
A.E.C, will mean the eventual real- 
ization of improved service for 
thousands of electrical customers," 
Said Dickinson. "The Alabama 
Electric Cooperative has always 
done a very fine job in keeping pace 
with the growing energy demands 
of south Alabama and I look for- 
ward to the completion of this very 
meaningful project."

The National Education Associa- 
tion recently released its latest esti- 
mates of current school statistics 
throughout the United States, with 
comparative rankings in many areas 
and according to the Alabama Edu- 
cation Association the numbers 
rove that the state still lags far be- 

ind in virtually every statistical 
category for measuring public edu- 
cation. 

The release from AEA stated that 
it was epparent from the numbers 
that Alabama was quickly sliding 
down the scale of educational excel- 
lence. The pupil-teacher ratio re- 
mained near the highest in the na- 
tion, while per pupil expenditures 
were again close to the bottom, The 
reduction in average teacher salary 
weakened the state's ability to at- 
tract top quality instructors and ac- 
cording to the AEA the state's com- 
mitment to building a quality 
educational program in elemen 
and secon grades continued tc 
slide down hill,

Federal grant to provide meals to 
low-income families in county 


Alabama Congressman Bill 
Dickinson announced last week that 
approval had been received on a fed- 
eral grant that will provide adequate 
meals for certain low-income fami- 
lies in Coffee, Geneva and Houston 
counties. 

Dickinson said that he was noti- 
fied that the Human Resource De- 
velopment Corporation, a non- 
profit community action agency 
headquartered in Enterprise, would 
be receiving a $50,000 grant from 
the United States Department of 
Health and Human Services, 

"These funds will enable the Hu- 
man Resource Development Corpo- 
ration to begin a program of nutri- 
tional services and education to an 
area that previously hadn't been 
served," stated Dickinson. "The 
non-profit organization already pro- 


vides such assistance to eight Wire- 
grass counties and this grant will 
allow the addition of Coffee, Gene- 
va and Houston counties as well. 
With these funds, the Human Re- 
source Development Corporation: 
hopes to hire a full time nutrition- 
ist and a number of part-time work- 
ers to come into select homes and 
work with homemakers to provide 
nutritious meals, The money will 
also be used to purchase emergency 
food stuffs to be distributed to cer- 
tain families in the service area dur- 
ing the crisis situations." 

"I am pleased to have been able 
to pass along the good news of this 
grant," added Dickinson, "and I look 
forward to the same success that is 
being realized with the vital pro- 
gram in the surrounding southeast 
Alabama counties," 


Shooting took place at park in Elba
